Nor­ 
mally , an American has to fol­ 
low an in v olv ed procedu re in get 
tin g to Cu ba 
The two cou n tries n o lon ger 
hav e 
diplomatic 
relation s,

gen erally is barred. On special 
occasion s, the U.S. gov ern men t 
permits su ch trav el, hu t a v isa 
has to be obtain ed from Cu ba, 
an d this is don e throu gh a third 
cou n try which has dealin gs with 
the Un ited States an d the Castro 
gov ern men t.

Britain's belated decision to seek a sev- 
th e r s t* * in I V« o IT n rf 'p n n w C o m m o n 
ket is a major event which will have wide 
repercussions in world markets, including 
ripples extending to this side of the At­ 
lantic. It was not an easy decision for the 
Macmillan government nor are its sup­ 
posed benefits by any means a certainty. 
In view of Britain’s frequent financial 
troubles, joining the strongest economic 
alliance in Europe should prove a strong 
move toward stability, but some British 
manufacturing concerns may be unable to 
meet more efficient competition from spe­ 
cialized continental producers. 
Greater e m p h a s i s on productivity 


to halt tile ruinous inflation now crippling 
the domestic economy and contributing to 
an international trade imbalance was one 
of the major factors influencing the Mac­ 
millan decision. It is hoped that British in 
dustry may be forced into greater produc­ 
tivity by exposing it to greater competi­ 
tion through lower trade barriers in the 
Common Market. 
Strengthening the economic u n i t y of 
Western Europe should result in stronger 
political ties and greater defense interde­ 
pendence.

There­ 
fore, the FBI has always opposed 
making their green files available 
to outside eyes. These files contain 
raw, u n p r o c e s s e d informa­ 
tion some of which may be wholly 
untrue but none of which is dis­ 
carded because untruthful d a t a 
may serve as sure leads to correct 
information. Under such circum­ 
stances the evaluator may come to 
a file that seems unrelated to the 
subject under consideration. Ye t , 
it leads him to a conclusion and an 
arrest. 
3. Political information is more 
difficult to evaluate than criminal 
information. A criminal may leave 
fingerprints;

eminent by choice as stated in the 
Declaration of Independence. Gov 
ernment by choice makes this 
representative republic in which 
the people select the government 
by direct franchise and freely dis 
cuss its policies. 
Stalin could not understand that 
Khrushchev does not understand 
that. Government to them is some 
thing very distinct from the peo 
pie. In fact, they speak in official 
communications of “ the govern­ 
ment and people.” While their so­ 
cial and economic i d e a l s are 
a Leninist interpretation of Marx­ 
ism, their political structure re­ 
mains akin to that of Ivan the Ter­ 
rible. To Roosevelt and Truman, 
democracy meant the right of the 
people 
to control their govern­ 
ment; to Stalin, the government 
was an instrument of power under 
the tutelage of those who control 
a political party which chooses the 
government. 
Whereas we refer to their rulers 
as dictators, they refer to ours as 
monopolists. Actually, it is easier 
for us to understand the Soviet 
concept than it is for them to un­ 
derstand ours which s e e m s to 
them chaotic and confused. 
The evaluator of data from such 
a country has to understand the es­ 
sential difference in 
words. 
For 
instance. Communists, throughout 
the world, use what have come to 
be called Aesopian terminology. If 
that is what they choose to use, an 
evaluator m u s t become totally 
conversant with their terminology. 
lf he says that there is no such 
thing as d i f f e r e n t meanings 
for identical words, he is not an 
efficient evaluator; 
he is more 
likely to be an opinionated fool 
who will mistranslate and misin­ 
terpret. 
I have used S alin rather than 
Khrushchev or Nehru or Castro or 
even General de Gaulle as a sym­ 
bol of possible misinterpretation 
because of linguistic misconcep­ 
tions. Intelligence must take ev­ 
erything into account, even casual 
gossip which can lead to the most 
important clues. The discardcr is 
a menace to accuracy.

You have to give up irritating 
alcohol, tobacco and spices if you 
are plagued with a peptic ulcer. 
For alcohol, tobacco and spices 
whip up stomach acid production 
— 
acid 
that 
bums 
through 
stomach-intestine lining to carve 
out tiny sores. 
Normally, a shiny mucous coat 
protects the lining. When this flim­ 
sy shield can’t hold back rivers of 
acid, and ulcer mushrooms. 
It 
grows as frcesh acid eats away its 
sides and bottom. 
Anxious tension often triggers 
nerves that whip up acid produc­ 
tion. Acid pours out angrily when 
irritating foods grate against sto­ 
mach lining. 
Creamy foods neutralize acid, 
soothe pain and help ulcers heal. 
Six daily meals guarantee some 
pain-relieving food in the stomach 
all day. 
But no raw fruits or vegetables' 
They grate against stomach lining. 
A half-milk half-cream mixture 
can neutralize acid and relieve 
that gnawing ulcer. So can milky 
antacids like aluminum hydroxide 
gel and magnesium trisilicate.
